Symptoms enfuing, and was alive and well a Year 
shat. Another Pidgeon was likewife bit under the 
Wing at the fame Time as the Dog, bur by a frefh 
Viper ; the Oil was immediately applied hot, and 
rubbed well in, and the Feathers of the Wing were 
thoroughly wetted with ir. This Bird did not feem 
at all diforder'd with the Venom, but eat foon after, 
and was found well the next Morning, without any 
zemarkeble-Inflamation cr Swetling about the Part. 
The hot Gil was rubbed in again for two or three 
Days, twice a Day, and the Bird continued well, fo 
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thar the Wipes catchers carried it with them out of 
Towo.in Triymph, having never before experienced 

the Efficacy of their Remedy on fo fmall an Animal ;

hever receives more than one Bite at a Time, which 

doth sor infe& him with f much Venom, as was 
inflilled into the Man's Blood, when in thefe yo> 
lungary Experiments he futfer’d himfelf co be bicten 
. twice together ; and had likewife been bitten three 
Times bug about, a Week ar ten Days before ; fome 
Remains of w ich Venom, it is highly reafonabie co 
imagine, might fill infect his Blood at the Time he 
repeated the Experiments, fo as ¢3 make a frefht 
Quantity of the Venom operate with greater Vio» 
lence upon his Body. than if he had betn quire a 
freth Man, never infeéted with the like Poifon be- 
fore, or at lealt at fo great an Interval of Time, that 

his Blood might have been entirely free from all Re» 
mains of fuch an acrid Infe&ion. From thefe Ex- 
periments is it not reafonable to imaginable, that the 
Oil by itfelf, may be as efficacious againft the Sting of 
a Scorpion, as if Scorpions were intufed in ir. 

i fhould not have forborn fe long imparting the 
Knowledge of fo ufcful a Remedy to the Pubiick, 
had not the poor People injoin’d every one prefent 
at the Experiments, not to divulge what their Re- 
medy was, tillthey fhould give me Leave to make 
ic publick in thefe Papers, which they have now 
done.
